Kd tor Ttmtt: 1 welcome the auspicious 
day or brotherly recognition when there is a 
common heartfelt Impulse to bury the 
animosities that engender a bitter memory of 
unhappy times or strife and suffcrlug and 
death in the far away years, a lifetime ago. 
There is a generous name in my breast that 
lights tbe way, and I beckon the columns that 
wore the blue to cross the borders, look i 
tho eyes and clasp our bands as brothers. 

We were boys when first wc met, and in 
truth before we part It may be said of our 
iovefeast that there was a silliuees in 
embracing like the love-making of a second 
childhood. I aball reach tor the band-clasp of 
every old boy who has heaped wood coals on 
the old country skillet-lid to brown the old- 
lashloned bread, and would like a moment on 
tbe sly with every typical messmate to pass 
the canteen and look far away, with hospita- 
ble Indlfferenoe, to kindly indicate "drink 
hearty."

Henry Watterson's Welcoming 
Address to the Veterans. 



A Thrilling Scone Follows the Clos- 
ing Words of the Orator. 



Louisville, Ky., Sept 13.— Henry 
Wstterson, In hie address to the vet- 
erans of the Grand Army said: 

That promissory note drawn by the olty of 
Louisville, Indorsed by me and discounted by 
you In the olty of Pittsburgh a year sgo. has 
matured, and I oome to pay It.

They cried and 
cheered by turns, hugged each other 
and themselves and threw bats, fans 
and kerchiefs into the air. Hut they 
were not prepared for the touching in- 
cident which followed 30 seconds later.

TEHRIBLE EARTHQUAKES. 

of Lives Lost anil an Itutuen 



Tegucigalpa, Honduras, Sept. 13.— 
A courier from Yetapan announced 
the most terrible earthquake ever 
known in that section. The loss of 
life un«l property is terrible. On Sun 
cay the shocks commenced, lasting all 
day and night at intervals, causing 
much damage and the greatest fear 
among the inhabitants of the city and 
neighborhood. By Monday the city 
was filled by an addition of 3,500 people 
from the mountains and outlying vil- 

During Monday night sheets of flame 
appeared at different points, running 

log the shocks ceased and quiet was 
restorcJ and people left town for their 
homes. But at 10 o'clock that night 
heavy rumbling noises were heard, 
shortly after followed by a reappear- 
ance of the flames in the mountains, 
which shot up several hundred feet 
At mlduight the church tower fell 
carrying with it the roofs of three 
houses and killing nine and wounding 
18 people. 

Just before daylight another pro- 
longed shock, which is variously cal- 
culated to have lasted from two aud a 
quarter to three minutes, rocked the 
whole town as if it were a cradle. 
Many fleeing people were killed by 
rocks, which fell in a perfect shower 
like a hall Btorm. Shortly after 
Streams of molten lava, whieh set fire 
to a number of houses on the moun- 
tain side, occurred. Cattle that were 
' gracing near by fled and were 
killed, being engulfed in the 
lava, which continued flowing in heavy 
streams. It is reported at Yetapan 
that seventy-one houses were de- 
stroyed, and. one hundred and fifty 
dead bodies have been recovered there 
and many more are missing. At Cova- 
juauca thirty-seven houses were de- 
stroyed. Ninety-five bodies were re- 
covered. 

AtOayuscat twenty-nine houses were 
destroyed and one hundred and eleven 
bodies were recovered. Many small 
settlements are believed to have been 
destroyed. Shocks extended over the 
whole Yetapan chain, and flames were 
' seen also in the Pacaya mountains.

INTERFERENCE. 

The United States Will Aid the 
Cuban Revolutionists. 



Thi Action Taken Will Be Very Bene- 
ficial in Its Effect 



Chicago, Sept 13.— A special 
evening paper from Washington says 
there is no longer any doubt that the 
United States will within a short peri- 
od give formal and official aid to the 
Cuban revolutionists. It may not be a 
recognition of belligerency, 
action to be taken will be equally 
favorable and beneficial in its < 

It is now learned on unqui 
authority that the United States for 
the second time believes that the op- 
portune occasion has arrived when this 
jrovernment should interfere In mat- 
ters pertaining to Cuba for the protec- 
tion of its own citizens and interest of 
civilization. Cuba is being rapidly trans- 
formed into a colony of Americans by 
reason of a rather peculiar cii 
•tance. The only reason which has 
heretofore prevented this government 
from taking more vigorous action, 
looking to the better protection of its 
citizens, has been a disinclination I 
Interfere forcibly In affairs of afriem 
ly foreign power. It has even bee 
held that no precedent existed for 
such interference, but it is now stated 
that the most emphatic, complete and 
convincing precedent has been discov- 
ered in the case of Spain herself, and 
occurring during a period of revolu- 

It is said that the administration 
will, if necessary, avail itself of this 
precedent as a form of procedure if all
